1  To  iufeud  to  hang  one'*  husband  and 
to  find  instead  of  a  body  a  stave  at  the 
other  end  of  the  rope  is  calculated  most 
certainly  to  surprise  the  would  be  mur¬ 
derer,  aud  to  such  surprise,  iu  a  case  re¬ 
lated  by  a  French  paper,  niuBt  be  added 
the  unpleaeuut  fact  that  the  woman  who 
banged  the  stove  was  arrested  011  tbe 
charge  of  attempted  assassination. 

She  disliked  her  husband,  who  bad  au 
unfortunate  propensity  Cor  strong  drink, 
and,  on  his  returning  home  oue  evening 
intoxicated,  resolved  to  kill  him  in  such 
a  manner  as  to  suggest  that  he  had  com¬ 
mitted  suicide.  The  muu  went  to  bed  iu 
his  tipsy  condition  aud  was  soon  sleep¬ 
ing  soundly  His  amiable  partner 
thought  this  to  be  tbe  favorable  mo¬ 
ment  for  dispatching  him  to  another 
world,  and  accordingly  set  about  mak¬ 
ing  her  arrangements. 

In  the  ceiling,  just  above  the  bed, 
there  waa  a  hole  capable  of  allowing  a 
stout  rope  to  pas*.  The  woman  went  up 
into  the  room  above,  let  a  rope  slip 
through  the  hole,  and,  returning  to  the 
chamber  in  which  her  busbund  slept,  at¬ 
tached  it  by  a  slip  knot  round  his  neck 
This  done,  she  went  up  stairs  again, 
drew  tbe  rope  tight  through  the  hole  in 
the  ceiling  and  attached  it  to  a  beam 

Then,  when  she  believed  the  job  had 
been  done,  she  rushed,  weeping,  into 
the  Btreet,  telling  tbe  neighbors  that  her 
husband  bad  jnst  committed  suicide.  On

One  would  *carcely  expect  to  flud  bi¬ 
cycles  and  a  bicycle  club  in  tihe  heart  of 
Africa  and  600  miles  from  any  railroad. 
One  club  in  Bulawayo,  Matubeleland, 
South  Africa,  ia  in  a  flourishing  condi¬ 
tion,  having  86  members  out  of  a  popu 
lation  of  8,600. 

During  the  late  war  in  Matubeleland 
these  bicyclers  all  rendered  valuable 
service  to  the  English.  By  tln-m  scouts 
were  often  able  to  “locate  the  enemy” 
or  to  deliver  a  message  where  a  man  oa 
horseback  would  not  have  flared  to  go, 
for  a  Kaffir  can  outrun  a  horse  every 
time — that  is,  such  horses  as  they  have 
in  Africa. 

Iu  one  instance  a  bicycler  put  to  rout 
a  whole  impi  (a  camp)  of  Kaffirs,  who 
evidently  never  had  sceu  a  bicycle  be¬ 
fore,  and  this  man,  who  came  nearer  to 
the  camp  than  he  had  bad  any  intention 
of  doing,  and  who  was  much  alarmed 
for  his  own  safety  when  he  realized 
where  he  was,  took  heart  again  when 
he  saw  these  Kaffirs  throw  up  their 
hands  as  if  in  consternation,  and,  utter¬ 
ing  savage  sounds  and  noises,  jump  to 
theflr  feet  and  run  for  their  lives.  They 
evidently  tbongbt  the  devil  was  after 
them. — New  York  Press.
